oounties, this territory being twice 
divided and renam ed. 


THE DAY’S PROGRAM.

Peace is declared between J apan 
and Russian. The env oys in confer­ 
ence at Portsmouth hav e reached an 
agreement, J apan waiv ing her de­ 
mands for idemnity, for possession of 
tne interned Russian ships and for 
limitation of Russian nav al power in 
the far East and returning to Russia 
the northern half of Sakhalin Island. 
An armistice is agreed to, ending the 
war, and the work of preparing a 
treaty will be begun at once. 
Such is the announcement which 
brings relief and 
gladness to the 
hearts of the people of all nations. 
Wisely adv ised and wisely acquiescent, 
J apan foregoes the impossible and 
thus gains the fruit of her v ictory 
The successful culmination of the 
conference is no less a triumph for 
President Roosev elt than for peace. 
The v ictory is his v ictory. His judg­ 
ment and wisdom has permeated all 
the sessions and his influence has 
guided the env oys ov er all dangerous 
shoals. 
On sev eral occasions when 
W itte or Komura were hard to placate 
the president did not hesitate to ap­ 
peal to their respectiv e sov ereigns in 
terms that brought Imperial com­ 
mands from Tokio and St. Petersburg. 
From the capitals of all nations he is 
receiv ing 
congratulations and 
all 
newspaper comment giv es him credit 
for prev enting a rupture and further 
war. 
While making these concessions it 
is the general opinion that J apan got 
more than she expected from Russia 
and all that she fought for. 
There is a lesson we may learn from 
J apan. 
When we compare J apan, 
with its dense population, its wealth, 
its rev enues, its trade and commerce, 
its national strength, with any section 
of our country equal to it in area and 
natural resources, we are amazed at 
the great possibilities of future dev el­ 
opment in our own country. 
The entire population of J apan is 
about 15,000,000, of which 30,000,000, is 
a farminglpopulation, and this v ast 
population of 30,000,000 farmers and 
their families is sustained on 19 ,000 
square miles of irregated land. There 
is no agriculture in J apan but irre­ 
gated agticulture. They hav e learned 
tha t water is the greatest fertilizer 
known to nature, and sav e and utilize 
it with the same care that they use 
ev ery other av ailable process for the 
fertilization of their fields.

LOOKED LIKE MOON IN QUARTER 


Scientists Ho pe to See the Newly 
Disco v ered Planet. 


Dix o n peo ple who were astir sho rtly 
after 5 o ’clo ck this mo rning had an 
ex cellent o ppo rtu nity 
to 
see 
the 
eclipse. 
A line o f stratified clo u ds 
partially o bstru cted the v iew at first, 
bu t these serv ed as a screen so that 
the eclipse co u ld plainly be seen with­ 
o u t the u se o f smo ked g lass. 
The eclipse was no t to tal in this 
part 
o f the 
co u ntry , bu t 
lo o ked 
like the no o n in its first qu arter, ex ­ 
cept that the v isible part o f the su n 
was mu ch brig hter than the mo o n 
wo u ld be. 
When the su n ro se abo v e 
the strata o f clo u ds the mo o n was 
seen to co v er mo re than half the face 
o f the su n and an idea co u ld be g ained 
o f the pecu liar sig ht which who u ld 
resu lt sho u ld this part o f the earth be 
in the co mplete shado w o f the mo o n 
with the su n entirely o bscu red, ncth- 
ing bu t tbe;circu lar co ro na v isible fro m 
the edg es o f the dark face o f the 
mo o n. 
It was after 6 o ’clo ck befo re 
the entire face o f the su n was v isible. 
The area o f to tal o bscu ratio n was 
fro m 100 to 170 miles wide and was 
v isible acro ss the belt o f the earth 
tu rned to ward the su n and limited by 
su nrise in No rthern Canada and Lab­ 
rado r and su nset in Eastern Arabia, 
tbe belt stretching acro ss the A tlan­ 
tic Ocean, acro ss Spain and no rthern 
Africa and Arabia. 
Scientists o f many natio ns hav e set 
u p their instru ments within this belt 
mast o f them g o ing to Spain o r no rth­ 
ern 
Africa, whicn are nearer tbe 
center o f the belt and tbe eclipse co n­ 
sequ ently v isible nearer the middle o f 
the day . 
The scientists ho ped by 
their o bserv atio ns to see the planet 
they hav e named Vu lcan, which they 
kno w to ex ist altho u g h they hav e 
nev er seen. This planet ru shes so me­ 
where thro u g h space between the su n 
and the planet Mercu ry , aqco rding to 
tbe calcu latio ns o f the astro no mers.
